The review of tbe procossloa contin- 
ued until 2 o'clock, when the president and 
the cabinet repaired to the president's room In 
tbe capltol, where they took la"ctteoa befure 
procoeaingtothehallof the bop«e ot iftprjs- 
sentatlves. Io tbe ball trie riesta of members 
had beon removed and Intheit places were 
rows ot chairs. Tbe coating capacity ot the 
lioor was 1,500.
